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Though the arrangements for peace 


have not yet been officially promul- 
gated, the Government Gazette being 
elient on the subject, yet there does 
not appear to be farther reason to 
doubt that the plenipotentiaries who 
have exercised the responsibility of 
determining the terms of the agree- 
ment precedent to the termination of 
hostilities, have finally, after ample 
discussion, finished their -labors, and 
the Chinese negotiators will shortly 
take their leave and return says the 
Japan Herald Mail of April 18th. 


Up to this no authoritative an- 


nouncement has been made of the de- 
tails of the compact, though it is not 
likely that publicity will be long de- 
layed, but it is generally surmised 
that they will not be found to greatly 
differ from what was originally pub- 
lished in the Jiji Sbimpo, and these 
were recognition of Korean indepen- 
dence; cession of Formosa and the 
Pescadores; surrender of a portion of 
Shingking; payment of an indemnity 
of 300,000,000 taels; and grant of cer- 
tain trading privileges, which are to 
form the subject of a special conven- 
tion. 


Upon the assumption that the above- 


mentioned 
demands 
substantially 


represent what has been agreed to by 
the plenipotentiaries, 
and without 


waiting for tbe publication of what 
haa actually been determined, so far 
as can at present be ascertained, 
speaking generally, the Japanese ap- 
pear to be jfar from enamored of the 
result of the labors of Count Ito and 
Viscount Mutsu, though what farther 
was expected to be wrung out of the 
Chinese to satisfy national avaricious- 
ness, is not very clear. 


Several of tbe journals are already 


writing against the terms of peace, 
and some of them published in the 
metropolis have been suspended b> 
tbe authority of the Minister of Home 
Affairs. Elated by its extraordinary 
amount of success, both on land and 
at sea, the nation knows no modera- 
tion, and there appears to be no 
bounds to its exultation and its cupid- 
ity; it has become giddy and exhib- 
its just as much rancor against China 
as though no peace had been discuss- 
ed and amicably arranged. 


The present excitement of the popu- 


lace is altogether irrational, but as is 
usually the case in this country, will 
be likely to end in nothing more 
formidable than an infinity of useless 
talk. The effervescence which pre- 
vails just uow amongst civilians af- 
fords a singular contract with the pa- 
clflc sentiments which appeared to 
prevail so long as it was feared that 
the war, with all its trials, might prove 
of protracted duration, but no sooner 
is there an assurance of immediate 
peace than fickle public opinion at 
once veers round, and the war's con- 
tinuance is the one popular sentiment 
of the day. 
We think that so far from 


dissatisfaction being justified, that the 
people of this country ought to feel, 
and be willing to admit, that their 
negotiators have made prodigiously 
successful and very profitable bargain 
with humiliated and victimized China. 
If the people of that 
unfortunate 


country complain of the hard terms 
which have been exacted by their con- 
quering foe, which apparently had to 
be submitted to in order to stay hos- 
tilities, nobody could find fault with 
them for so doing, and the world will 
watch with interest what China finds 
to say on the subject. 


It does not seem to have yet oc- 


curred to the Japanese malcontents 
that the emperor, in whom is vested 
the prerogative of making peace as 
well as that of making war, must have 
been kept entirely conversant with 
the negotiations as they have pro- 
ceeded, and it is consequently with 
his majesty's concurrence and ap- 
proval that tbe terms of peace have 
been agreed to. The name and will 


actuate the Japanese army when It 
leurnu that its ambitious desigus to 
capture Peking and dictate the termn 
Of peace there nave been frustrated by 
what will be considered to be by them 
a disappointing and partially inglo- 
rious peace. The emperor, however, 
wills it, and, however distasteful it 
maybe when his majesty's flat goes 
forth, the army has no option but to 
loyally obey.

Nicaragua Canal Commission. 


LONDON, April 18.—Frederick Har-

He says: "When 
the plan of the revolt was premature- 
ly discovered in January the Govern- 
ment seized upon the pretext to make 
wholesale arrests. 
I, with others, 


was confined in a crowded, filthy pri- 
son. British subjects and others were 
subjected in prison to tortures, in the 
hope of obtaining evidence and to 
force them into testifying as directed. 


To the credit of England only one 


man surrendered to the dastardly 
methods. The dark cell, hunger, be- 
ing thrust naked into a tank of cold 
water until the victim fainted, threats 
of execution, arrest of other members 
of the prisoner's family and bribes are 
only samples of the methods employ- 
ed. 


Harrison also complained that the 


British Government did not take any 
notice of the affidavits forwarded to 
England by the British subjects sub- 
j ected to the oppression. 


The St. James Gazette, commenting 


on Harrison's letter, says the Ha- 
waiian Government applied a mild 
form of torture to the prisoners ac- 
cused of sedition against the Republic, 
and expresses the opinion that the 
Foreign Office should investigate the 
charges made, adding. "If true, we 
are bound to withdraw our recogni- 
tion of this government of second-rate 
Yankee adventurers."

of monarchical restoration. 
" In other words, be exercised sound 


discretion in the matter. 
Is it not 


probable that he deems it advisable 
again to pursue a discreet rather than 
an abrupt course, and that the letter 
of recall may be up his sleeve, as sug- 
gested. 


"Even diplomats acting under au- 


thority of President Cleveland and 
Secretary Gresham sometimes, by 
chance, show tact. Mr. Willis may 
have some special object in view in 
withholding the letter. He may want 
certain information or favors, or he 
may not see a prospect of having the 
attention of the Hawaiian authorities 
directed to such a matter as tbe re- 
calling of a Minister.

being "out of a job " is no more agree- 
able to Mr. Willis than it is to any 
other unfortunate in his party.

This journal contains the papers read 
before the society, and chronicles the 
progress and results of exploration 
and occupation of new countries. It 
is a valuable publication of high char 
acter. The appearance of a map of 
Northwestern British Guiana in the 
last number, that of April, 1895, has 
led the present writer to compare this 
new map with previous ones in the 
same journal. 


The subjoined bketch reduced from 


both maps, shows the differences be- 
tween the map of 189"; and that of 1875, 
both from exclusively British sources. 
The map of 1S75 was published in the 
"Proceedings" of August, 1880, in con- 
nection with a paper read before the 
society by Kverard F. im Thurn, re- 
lating to his explorations in British 
Guiana. It is stated in the title to the 
map that it is from the surveys of Sir 
Robert H. Schomburgk, corrected; to 
date by the Crown Surveyor of the 
colony. In the Geographical Society 
it was stated after the reading of the 
paper (p. 488 "Proceedings"), that 
"Sir Robert visited the district in 
1838, 
when he defined the boundary 


for* the Government between those 
countries," viz: British Guiana,Vene- 
zuela and Brazil, making the bound- 
ary pass right, across the famous 
Mount Kovairaa. 
The map is made 
with minute detail as to rivers", moun- 
tains and valleys and, as will be seen 
from the sketch, cuts from north to 
south the valley of the river Barima, 
alao cutting the river Mazaruml at a 
sharp bend and falls in the same. 


Afoot-note to the map says that, 


•while the line has not been "adjusted 
by the respective Government, an 
engagement subsists between the Gov- 
ernments of Great Britain and Vene- 
zuela by which neither is at liberty 
to encroach upon or occupy territory 
claimed by both."

How Hie Dusky Kanaka Maideae Enjoy 


Themselves at Christmas. 


Existence in Samoa is something 


different from what is understood by 
"real life." Each village has a chief 
maiden, sacred as a queen bee, very 
beautiful, and attended by dwarfs and 
hunchbacks, as in fairy tales. 
There 


are also water fairies. 
Here is an ac- 


count of them on a Christmas morn- 
ing, from a lady's book ou "Steven 
son's Samoa."

Armitage, the regular hospital doctor. 
The secretary was instructed to notify 
Mr. Wells that all patients going into 
tbe hospital must submit to treatment 
of the hospital physician. 
An application to practice medicine 


was read from Dr. W. D. Jone. He 
has been residing in Stockton, Cal., 
for a number of years as a practicing 
Chinese physician. It is bis intention 
to travel extensively in the Hawaiian 
Islands, Mexico and Central America. 
There was some objection to grant- 
ing the request, but, after considerable 
discussion, and, upon motion of Dr. 
Day it, was decided to recommend the 
granting of the license. Discussion 
over the matter brought out a sugges- 
tion from Dr. Day that certain changes 
were desirable in the law granting 
licenses, and these should be laid be- 
fore the coming legislature with a view 
to placing all practicing physicians on 
a regular basis. 
Two diplomas and numerous docu- 


ments certifying to tbe ability of Un- 
paku Ogawa as a medical practitioner 
was laid before the meeting. Consul 
Shimuzi endorsed tbe application. It 
was granted. 
Letters received from Deputy-Sheriff 
Hardy and Dr. Williams, stated that 
two cases of scarlatina had broken out 
in the family of J. P. Sisson. The 
cases were mild, and did not neces- 
sitate establishing quarantine. -Presi- 
dent Smith wrote, If any more cases 
appeared, to institute a rigid quaran- 
tine. 
The feasibility of placing George 


Treadway in full charge of the experi- 
mental station at Kalihi was die- 
cussed. Further action was deferred 
until next meeting. 
It was concluded to lay larger pipe 
running into the station, in order to 
give ample supply of water. 
Dr. Wayson's salary as physician at 
the experimental station dates from 
April 1st. 
Bruce Cartwright wrote asking that 


the body servant of tbe late Dr. Trous- 
seau, now confined in the station as a 
leper, be held a reasonable time, as he 
might be required to testify before the 
court in some matters regarding the 
estate. Granted. 
Health Agent Reynolds was given 


authority to purchase from C. K. Mc- 
Veigh 500 feet of large-size cast- 
iron pipe for the quarantine station. 
He was also instructed to have the 
necessary work done.

The room in the Judiciary building

A DIFFERENCE IN OATHS. 


Secrttary Gresham'a refusal to 


interfere in the Bowler case is noth- 
ing more than would be expected 
under ordinary circumstances 
It 


is only the existing feeling that 
there IB no knowing just which way 
the Administration may turn that 
gives the diplomatic communica- 
tion more than a passing interest. 
I'nless there was to be a general 
overturning of the 
laws of this 


country, which of course could be 
accomplished by a nation with 
plenty of war vessels, powder and 
shot, it would be impossible to 
reach any other decision. 


Mr. Bowler is a duly naturalized 


citizen of Hawaii, and by signing 
the oath of allegiance required by 
the naturalization law, he shared 
in 
the 
protection 
and ben- 


efits which 
the Hawaiian Gov- 


ernment 
gives 
its 
subjects. 


The 
naturalization law through 


which he became a citizen of this 
country 
further 
provides 
that 


should he apply "to his native gov- 
ernment for protection or interven- 
tion, he shall be amenable, for 
every such resort, to the pains and 
penalties annexed to rebellion by 
the penal code." 
In other words, 


resort to his former government for 
intervention is to be construed as a 
treasonable action.

Gresham 
makes 
a 
point 
of 


the "oath of allegiance" which Mr. 
Bowler 
took, 
will undoubtedly 


cause renewed conjecture upon the 
position which may be taken on 
the oath of allegiance to the Re- 
public. 
A 
comparison 
of 
the 


naturalization oath and the oath to 
the Republic, however, can leave 
but little doubt as to the wide dif- 
ference in the obligations imposed. 
The man subscribing himself to 
the oath of naturalization, besides 
declaring to support the laws and 
constitution, swore "true allegiance 
to His Majesty, the King." A 
mutual contract was made, and the 
Chief Magistrate has an 
equal 


right to call npon the subscriber to 
the oath for protection. 


The foreigner taking the o^th to 


the Republic affirms support to the 
constitution and laws of this coun- 
try, and puts himself under obliga- 
tions not to encourage or assist in 
establishing a monarchical form of 
government. 
By this act he ex- 


presses his good will for the Repub- 
lic, but on the other hand the 
Republic offers him no more pro- 
tection than it does the tourist pass- 
ing through the country. The Ha- 
waiian Republic offers him protec- 
tion in no other country but this— 
a privilege enjoyed by every man, 
woman aud child setting foot on 
the islands. 
There is no contract, 


| no affirmation of allegiance other 


j than that required of every law- 


I abiding citizen, and no abjuring of 


I birthright.

sway will any employees be de- 
prived of their positions in conse- 
quence of gossip or hearsay. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND CREEDS. 


Just how much attention should 


be paid to biblical instruction in 
the common schools has become a 
question that is demanding a vast 
amount of public attention 
and 


giving rise to earnest argument in 
those countries where a large degree 
of religious freedom is allowed in the 
public school systems. In the old 
American colonial days, the possi- 
bility of the Bible being "elimin- 
ated from the daily routine of the 
public 
school was a possibility 


that seldom arose in the minds of 
those who had faced the dangers of 
an unknown 
country to enjoy 


biblical teaching according to the 
dictates of their own conscience. 


Not until the struggle between 


the followers of creeds began to be 
felt did the Bible become a stum- 
bling block in 
the life of the 


public school. 
Not until the fol- 


lowers of dogmas came to fear that 
children would, by reading a few 
biblical passages each morning, 
come to formulate independent 
opinions concerning forms of reli- 
gious life, did society divide into op- 
posing forces. The controversy has 
a three-cornered phase, the fac- 
tions separating into the cham- 
pions of sectarian teaching, those 
who would wipe the Bible from 
the school entirely 
and a clear- 


headed common sense element wha 
recognize only as a power 
for 


good the daily recital of selections 
from the fundamental truths that 
are above Breeds or the petty dif- 
ferences of this or that faction. 
In 


the London School Board contro- 
versy Walter Lloyd goes to the ex- 
tent of stating that "the particular 
claims of the Bible upon our admi- 
ration are exactly ihose which ren- 
der it unsuitable as a means of ele- 
mentary education. 
It is a book 


for students and not for children. 
The reading of it in schools is gen- 
erally either useless or injurious." 
This is an ultra sentiment which 
will not be endorsed by the Chris- 


a Japanese contemporary says 
"The feeling in Tokyo, which has 
all along been in favor of peace, 
has of lato 
completely

around 
In the streets, the school.-, 


the blurts, people are eagerly die 
cussing an immediate renewal of 
hostilities. It is the popular ver-

Minister Damon has recently 


closed a contract with the Austra 
liau-Canadian 
Steamship 
Com 


pany, under the Act of 1894, which 
remits to that company all the 
port charges except pilotage anc 
water. 


Though the agreement was com 


pleted but a short time ago the 
conditions will date from October 
181)4. The eon tract is made under 
the Act authorizing the Executive 
Council to make contracts for m&i. 
service between ports of the Re- 
public 
of 
Hawaii 
and 
North 


America, Australia and interme- 
diate ports, and to grant aid to 
steamships carrying such mails. 


The Republic grants the steam- 


ship company for the term of two 
years, freedom from all charges at 
the port of Honolulu for wharfage, 
lights, buoys, blanks at the Cus- 
tom House 
and harbormaster's 


fees for the steamships plying be- 
tween said ports; also grants free 
use of all those tracts of land in 
Honolulu known, as lots No. 56 
and 57 on the Esplanade, for stor- 
ing coal not exceeding 3000'tons at 
any one time for the use of the 
company's vessels. 


The steamship company on the 


other hand agrees during the term 
of two years to carry all Hawaiian 
mails without charge to this Gov- 
ernment and to hold to the present 
schedule of passenger and freight 
rates. 


It was the intention of Minister 


Damon to complete similar con- 
tracts with the Oceanic and Pacific 
Mail during hie recent trip to the 
Coast, but a combination of cir- 
cumstances prevented his so doing. 
It is only a matter of a few weeks, 
however, when all tho steamship 
companies will come under the 
same contract. 
The money saved 


to the companies is from $125 to 
$150 a month.

Yet with all these 
apparent advantages in favor of the 
United States, the English company 
may take the work resolutely in hand 
and construct the cable while other 
nations are discussing plans.—Pacific 
American.

The recently published stories by 


Joaquin Miller, the famous "Poet of 
the Sierras," regarding cruelty prac- 
ticed upon 
rebel prisoners by the 


newly-established Hawaiian Govern- 
ment, have no foundation in fact, ac- 
cording to statements made yesterday 
by Mr. H. C. Campbell, manager of 
the city and suburban street railway 
lines, who has just returned from a 
five-weeks' sojourn in the Paradise of 
the Pacific, says the Portland Ore 
gonian of April 7th. Mr. Campbell 
arrived in 
Honolulu immediately 


after the revolution, while the city 
was still under martial law, was an 
interested spectator during the trials 
of the rebels, and studied with some 
little care the causes and effects of the 
recent revolution. He became per- 
sonally acquainted with Joaquin Mil- 
ler, and had the pleasure of making 
the home voyage on the same steamer 
with the eccentric poet and newspaper 
man. 


"I have not had an opportunity ol 


reading Miller's articles in the San 
Francisco papers," said Mr. Campbel 
in an interview yesterday, "but I have 
heard so much of their sensational 
character that I feel called upon to 
tell what I have seen and know to be 
the facts of the matter. 
When 


started for Honolulu there existed in 
my mind a strong prejudice against 
the Hawaiian republican government, 
due, no doubt, to the fact that I had 
read a great many- of the highly- 
colored reports published in the press 
concerning the harsh treatment ac 
corded the dethroned queen. It was, 
then, an agreeable surprise to me to 
findin the place of the gang of pomp- 
ous and swell-headed officials Presi- 
dent Dole and his colleagues were 
represented to be, a _Bet of modest, 
retiring and, I might almost say, 
timid gentlemen, who demonstrated, 
in almost every word and action, re- 
finement, education and intelligence 
far above the ordinary. I had the 
pleasure of meeting these gentlemen, 
not once but many times, and I 
formed the opinion that they are men 
of indomitable wrll and courage, who 
have undertaken the establishment of 
a republican government, not from 
choice but out of a sense of duty that 
bespeaks true patriotism. The result 
is that the Hawaiian Government is 
today conducted as economically and 
systematically as any business bouse 
in Portland, and is a model govern- 
ment of its kind. 


"Joaquin Miller's sojourn hi the 


Islands was of comparative short du- 
ration, and be must have evidently 
looked at the revolution through a 
pair of sensation-seeker's glasses. 
When the truth is told, the recent 
revolution was a small affair at home, 
but was sufficiently enlarged upon by 
the sensational press to make it ap- 
pear a great thing abroad. 
Joaquin 


Miller, I was told, at the commence- 
ment of the trouble, was an ardent 
follower of the Dole faction, and was 
always in the forefront of battle to 
pose as a war correspordent. 
When 


the excitement died out, he suddenly 
became a rebel sympathizer, and up 
to the time he left Honolulu, was 
very intimate with the people ot tbat 
class. Miller, I believe, has the repu- 
tation of being somewhat of a ro- 
mancer. 


"During my &tay HI Honolulu I 


mingled freely with both royalists 
and republicans, and I heard no com- 
plaint whatever of ill-treatment on 
any hand. I visited the Government 
prison, where the state prisoners are 
confined, and talked personally with 
many of the guards, who are all 
natives, and the prisoners themselves. 
All told the same story tbat they 
were well taken care of, and bad no 
complaint to make. I spent a portion 
of one evening and took dinner with 
a man who was a prisoner for forty- 
two days when the public blood was 
at a white beat, and I visited a family 
from which a loved son and brother 
had been sentenced to thirty five 
years' imprisonment and to pay a One 
of $10,000, and yet I heard not one 
word of cruel or inbumau treatment. 
The prisons compare favorably with 
any I nave seen in the United States, 
and I have visited a great many. The 
state prisoners are all attired in light 
suits, with broad, black stripes run- 
ning from head to foot, and light- 
weight calico hats. They are guarded 
entirely by native guards—in fact, the 
entire police force of Honolulu is 
made up of natives. 
The political 


prisoners work a few hours each day 
on the public roads, but are never kept 
under very great restraint. As they 
pass along or are at work, you can see 
then saluting friends along the way 
as cheerfully as if they were at liberty 
and perfectly bappy. 


"The political prisoners of morp im- 


portance live quite at ease and are 
permitted to receive the best the laud 
affords from their friends. The ex- 
queen occupies two large rooms on the 
upper floor of the palace, and bai a 
balcony, where ahe can tukt-airand 
exercise. Up to tlie time I left Houo 
lulu she had not yet made her ap- 
pearance on tbat balcony. The very 
fact that the wanlciiH and guards of 
the prisons are uatlve-i would seem to 
indicate that puiilic sentiment among 
the natives inilorwes the verdict of the 
courts. 
The trials of nil nf (lie rebels 


were conducted with all fairness, but 
Uie preponderance of evidence was so 
altogether against 
those convicted 


that acquittal would have been iin- 


j possible. 
But

better ofl' if they never again gum 
their freedom 
But I think thut die 


better class ol people implicated WITH 
not rebels at heart, but were forced 
into the rupture by strong influences 
brought to bear. All revolutionary 
feeling seems to have died out and the 
recent strife seems now to be consid- 
ered more iu the light of a joke than 
an actual war. However, had Presi- 
dent Cleveland attempted to land 
marines to replace the queen on 
the throne, a bloody fight would have 
been the result, and if I have sized up 
the present administration correctly, 
the marines would have bad to walk 
over their dead bodies. 


"While in Honolulu I had an oppor- 


tunity of visiting Pearl harbor, which 
has been offered to our own govern- 
ment as a naval coaling station. Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs Hatch had 
charge of our party, and we had a de- 
lightful sail on the bay, which is 
seven miles long by five wide. As 
for me, I cannot possibly see why the 
Unitea States Government can hesi- 
tate to accept so important a strate- 
gical point in the middle of the Pa- 
cific. If the Nicaragua canal is ever 
completed, the Hawaiian Islands will 
be the stopping-place for the com- 
merce of the world, and then it will 
be an absolute necessity that we have 
a naval station there. Were the most 
skilled engineers in our navy to plan 
such a place, they could not find a 
better model than 
Pearl harbor. 


Lieutenant Woods, brother of C. E. 6. 
and Mel. Woods, of this city, now 
stationed on the cruiser Philadelphia 
in Hawaiian waters, has made the 
only survey and map of the harbor in 
.existence. It shows the bay to be 
irregular in shape, with a long en- 
trance a quarter of a mile in width, 
protected by high headland*, heavily 
timbered. The shallowest poitlon of 
the bay shows a depth of twenty four 
feet, but the deep portions are of suffi- 
cient extent to float the navies of the 
world. A long, narrow peninsula runs 
from the mainland right into the en- 
trance of the harbor, and offers the 
finest opportunity for an almost im- 
pregnable defense at a comparatively 
small cost. 
The only improvement 


required is the removal of a sandbar 
1600 feet wide at tbe entrance, which 
would not cost very much, according 
to the engineer's estimates. 


"All that the Hawaiian Govern- 


ment asks of our Government is to 
improve and take possession of Pearl 
Harbor, to establish a naval station 
there, and to give them a cable. They 
are not anxious for annexation at this 
time, for they are amply able to take 
care of themselves; but they do want 
to establish closer relations with tbe 
United States. I verily believe that, 
for every dollar we will give toward 
the establishment of a cable, they will 
give five. This ought to be of the 
greatest interest to tbe people of Port- 
land, for just as soon as tbe proposed 
line is established between this city 
and the Orient our trade with Hawaii 
will increase to wonderful proportions. 
The islands are rich in resources, and 
are steadily increasing their exports. 
Portland will get its share, and ought 
now to be looking out for it." 
• • »

Labor Commission was held last 
evening, all tbe members being 
present.

prospective need of labor in con- 
nection therewith. Various chaages 
and amendments were suggested 
and discussed, and the Commis- 
sion adjourned 
with the under- 


standing that 
as soon 
as tbe 


amended report could be put in 
shape and typewritten the Com- 
mission should be called together 
again for its final consideration. 
Incidentally the discussion took a 
wide range, 
embracing 
various 


matters connected with labor and 
tbe development of the country.

The boxes were placed in position 


on telephone posts yesterday, and are 
similar to those used in cities of tbe 
United States. The collection of mail 
from these will begin on May 1st. 


In an interview yesterday, Mr. Oat 


said: "The scheme which I have just 
completed is in the nature of an expe- 
riment, and I hope it will prove a 
success. If the venture is successful, 
more boxes will be put up. 


"I intend to keep a record of all tbe 
mall brought in from various locali- 
ties where the boxes are situated. 
Should I find tbat certain boxes con- 
tain a great quantity of mall regular- 
ly I shall order more boxes iu that vi- 
cinity, Jf, however, mail is very 
light iu other localities I shall order 
tbe boxes removed. 


"In regard to paper mall I do not 


thiuk there will be any trouble. 
Pa- 


pers may be placed on top of tbe box- 
es, as is done in the States. 


"I have been over tbe route myself 


and have had men do the same. The 
time of arrival at the various boxes by 
a mail-carrier on a bicycle has beeu 
taken from these experimental trip?. 
There are places where I have mark- 
ed the time of arrival of tbe collector 
identical. The reason for this can be 
plainly seen. The points are so close 
together there is no material differ- 
ence in time. 


"The plan of collection has bedn 


arranged so as to take in all the regu- 
lar island malls and save persons liv- 
ing some distance from the postofflce 
the trouble of a long walk or ride. " 


Following are the trips of the col- 


lector as arranged by Mr. Oat. 


First—Leave postofflce so as to reach 


corner of Emma and School streets at 
8:15 a. m.: thence to Palama and re- 
turn, reaching postofflce at 8:50 a. m. 


Second—Leave postofflce so as to 


reach Waikiki Kat road at 8 30 a. m.; 
thence by way of baseball grounds, 
Beretania street and return, reaching 
postofflce at 10:10 a. m 


Third—Leave postofHce 
BO as to 


reach corner of Emma and School 
streets at 1:24 p. m.; thence to Palama 
and return, reaching postofflce at 
2 -35 p. m. 


Fourth—Leave postofflce so as to 


reach Waikiki Kal road at 3 10 p. m.; 
thence by way of baseball grounds, 
Beretania street and return, reaching 
postofflce at 3.50 p. m. 


By a glance at the collector's time 


of arrival at the postofflce it will be 
plainly seen how unnecessary it will be 
to send through tbe boxes anything 
for mails which close before 8 50 a m , 
10.10 a. m., 2 35 p. m. or 3 50 p. m. 


Great credit is due Mr. Oat for his 


zealousnesa in searching for means of 
benefiting tbe public. In his position 
be has always been known to do 
everything in his power toward ad- 
vancement. 'The Postmaster-General 
will receive the thanks of the entire 
community for the Improvements he 
has recently inaugurated and which 
have been so long needed.

Frederick Henry Kedward, one of 


the exiles from Hawaii, arrived in the 
city several days ago on a visit to his 
brother, 
John 
C. 
Red ward, the 


well-known contractor and builder, 
says the Seattle Post-Intelligencer of 
the 5th inst. Redward has been a res 
ident of Honolulu for the past fifteen 
years, where he followed the business 
of contractor and builder. He says he 
had nothing to do with the uprising, 
and claims to have been throwaan 
prison, where he was kept for a period 
of thirty-eight days, and although he 
aaked for a trial on a number of occa- 
sions be was always refused, and as a 
last resort consented to leave the coun- 
try in order to gain his freedom. Mr. 
Bed ward is an English subject and 
says his case is in the hands of the 
British Commissioner at the Islands, 
Cant. Hawes. 
In conversation last night Redward 
said: "I knew nothing whatever 01 
the uprising or the shooting of Char- 
ley Carter until the following morn- 
ing about 7 o'clock, while I was on my 
way to my place of business. O 
course, there was great excitement 
and much loud talking, but I paid no 
attention to it, and while at work on a 
building across from my office about 3 
o'clock in the afternoon I was arrested 
by three armed ruffians, commonly 
called guards down there, and taken 
to the station bouse and kept there for, 
an hour and a half. 
They then 


marched me down to Oahu Jail,where 
I was detained for thirty-eight days, 
with no charge being preferred againsl 
me and without an opportunity of 
securing a trial, which I demanded 
time and again. The Marshal sent 
British Vice-Coniul T. R.Walker over 
to the jail to ask whether I desired to 
leave the country or submit to a trial. 
I told Consul Walker to present my 
compliments to the Marshal and in- 
form him that I was ready at any 
time to take my trial, and was not 
ready nor did not care.to leave the 
country. Shortly after this I sent for 
the British Commissioner, Captain 
Hawes, and stated to him the above 
facts and asked him to demand a 
speedy trial or allow me freedom on 
bail, but I could get neither. 


"It was getting very monotonous 


being confined in the jail so long, and 
I was losing flesh rapidly and develop- 
ing symptoms of sickness. 
I was 


willing to do or sign anything in or- 
der to get out, so 1 sent for the Mar- 
shal and had an interview with him 
on February 13th. I told him I wished 
to get out of prison ; that I had noth- 
ing to do with the uprising; that J 
slept in my house on that night, and 
that I knew nothing whatever of it 
until ~ o'clock the following morning; 
that I had never been to a meeting of 
any kind, and that I was ready for 
trial at any time. He told me that I 
had enemies in town, and that I 
would probably be convicted of mis- 
prision of treason, as he did not go a 
cent on the commission himself, and 
advised me to take the opportunity to 
leave, as he did not think it would be 
more than three months before the 
whole thing blew over aud I would'be 
permitted to return. 
I told him that 


a man wouldn't be a man at all unless 
he bad a few enemies, and I was will 
ing and ready at all times to stand 
trial. 
"He also told me that he had no 


evidence against me, but some of my 
enemies might give euch evidence as 
would cause my cot.viction. I told 
him I was uot afraid of that, and 
asked him what kind of a paper he 
had to sign, aud ho showed me on^ 
which was quite different to the one I 
afterward signed. AL 4 o'clock the 
same afternoon he returned with the 
paper for me to sign, and he was ac- 
companied by the British Commis- 
sioner. The commissioner a"ked me 
if I intended seguing that paper, and I 
told him yes. He said • "Am I to 
presume that you are guilty'1' 


"I told him I couldn't help what he 


presumed, as I wasn't signing the 
paper on account of being guilty. 


"I said . 'Mr. Hawes, you and the 
Marshal are both here 
Let him take 


me to stand trial tomorrow, or name 
a day. 
I have been here for thirty- 


eight days, and I am willing to do 
anything to get out of thin place, as I 
was never in anything of the kind 
before, and I want you to distinctly 
understand that I am not signing this 
paper with the uuderstanding that I 
am gnilty of anything.' I was released 
and took passage for Han Francisco on 
the steamer Australia. 


"The treatment I received while in 


prison I could not complain of much 
myself, although it was pretty rough, 
bat some of my friends and acquaint- 
ances were treated most disgracefully. 
I always expressed my opinion very 
freely on the high-handed manner ia 
which the government was conducted, 
as I was born in a free conntry and 
always believed in asserting my rights 
My case is in the hands of the Ri itish 
Minister, and I expect to receive in- 
demnity for being compelled to lea\c 
the country. 
"I do not believe—in fart, 1 am 


satisfied—that the residents of the 
inlands do not care to be annexed to 
the I nited States. They only innke 
the assertion as a pretext to get thr- 
favor

Progress Made in Japanese Mission 


Under Hawaiian Board.

The devotional committee of the 


Y, M. C. A. invited the various Chris 
tian workers of the city to meet in 
convention at the Central Union 
Church Friday afternoon and even- 
ing. The afternoon session was opened 
with a bible reading on "Growth in 
Grace," led by Eev. J. Leadingham. 
Rev. O. H. Gulick, for the youngest 
member of the Christian brotherhood, 
the Japanese Church, gave some ac- 
count of the progress made in the 
Japanese Mission under the care of 
the Hawaiian Board, with its two 
churches and seven evangelists. Spe- 
cial mention was made ot the exten- 
sion of the work ot the Bible Beading 
Union, and the circulation ot the 
Scripture through the army in Japan 
as narrated in letters recently re- 
ceived from Rev. Sidney Gulick. 


The Hawaiian work was sketched 


by Miss Green, who made special 
mention of the 
influence of the 


schools oa the young people. It is 
these are the hope of Hawaii, so far 
as the native race is concerned. As 
these well-educated, and ambitious 
young Hawaiians, mold the society into 
which they enter on leaving the 
schools, so will be shaped the destiny 
of this lovable and attractive people. 
Then Rev. A. V. Soares told how 
among the Portuguese, one of those 
Latin races in which the Gospel has 
been overlaid by the traditions of men, 
divine truth is molding hearts and 
lives, giving new hopes and new aims, 
as when Luther gave a new gospel to 
the world in the era of the Reforma- 
tion. 
The meager dozen of hearers 


that gathered at the first Sunday eer- 
•\ices has given place to such large 
congregations that new accommoda 
tion must be provided. 


The Temperance Reform had its 


place of consideration, as it was set 
forth by Mrs. J. M. Whitney, presi 
dent of the W. C. T. U. The perman- 
ency of that organization was the en- 
couraging feature, and the prospect 
now of a united movement to secure 
needed legislation for the regulation 
of the traffic that ruins homes, de- 
bauches humanity and mars Christian 
civilization. 


Dr. Garvin spoke of the work he 


had found ready for bio bands, the 
success achieved in spite of obstacles, 
over sixty having received the rite of 
baptism since he came. He was ready 
to stand guard and to help fight the 
Lord's battles against intemperance, 
or any form of sin. 


The various departments of 
the 


M. E. work were then presented. Rev. 
Mr. Kihara spoke of the blessing of 
the spirit poured out upon Japanese 
relievers. Rev. Mr. Schneider told of 
,he growing interest in religions ser- 
vices among the Germans, 125 of 
whom attended the Easter services. 
Xev. Mr. Peck spoke hopefully of the 
VI. E. Church, and his readiness to co- 
operate with other Christian workers 
n the up building of Christ's king- 
dom. 


The Salvation Army work was re- 
tried by Adjutant Egner. It was evi- 
lent from the careful statistics given 
that one reason for the success of the 
organization is the thoroughness, not 
the looseness, of its methods. Plenty 
of work, very little coin, many con- 
verts, the joys of salvation, the grit as 
well as grace that grips the lost ones, 
was the substance of the story all too 
breifly told, with some impassioned 
longings for less of Sabbath breaking 
and intemperance. 


In the evening Rev. Mr. Birnie 


spoke of the value and need of per- 
sonal work with individuals. Mr. 
Corbett supplemented this with re- 
marks on qualifications and methods, 
urging more common sense than the 
newly converted barber showed, who, 
after lathering his customer and strap- 
ping his razor, asked, "Are you pre- 
pared for death?" Rev. Mr. Bishop 
spoke of the need of loving care over 
those newly converted. 
Rev. Dr. 


Harris spoke of the prime importance 
of seeking the annointlngof the spirit, 
as giving power for service, freedom 
and holiness for all Christian work. 
But it is conditional on absolute self- 
surrender and fullness of consecration 
to the guidance of the Divine Spirit. 


At the close of the evening's session 


Mr. Corbett spoke of the invitation 
sent to Rev. C. H. Yatman, the well- i 
known evangelist, who expects to 
leave the Coast in September next for 
a tour around the world, asking him 
to spend three weeks in Honolulu. 
The committee was recommended to 
ask the various churches of the city to 
appoint delegates to act with the Y. 
M C. A. committee as a committee 
on 
arrangements for the Yatman 


meetings. 


Mr. Corbett closed with a brief ac- 


count of Y. M. C. A. work. 


Mr. Frank Damon spoke of the Chi- 


nese work and the many promising 
youths in the boys' boarding school. 
In closing he hoped for an improved 
attendance at the weekly meetings of 


workers on Friday evenings.
